The debenture, therefore, is his chance to even the 
score. If the farmer bad that, he would have the 
equivalent of the protection to the American manufac- 
turer. Under the debenture plan the exports of farm 
products subject to import duties would receive from 
the Federal Treasury debentures acceptable at their 
face value in the payment of customs duties. The 
amount of the bounty payable in this way is fixed 
at one half the import duty. For example, the duty 
on foreign wheat is 42 cents a bushel: The debenture 
on export wheat would therefore be 21 cents a bushel. 
In the case of short staple cotton, which is wot im- 
ported, a special export bounty of 2 cents per pound 
is fixed by the bill. The bounty is applicable, on in- 
structions from the Federal Farm Board to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, to any farm products as 
well as to manufactures of food, tobacco and cotton. 
It is around this scheme that the outcome of the 
tariff fight revolves, Mr. Hoover ts-against it. He 
does not believe it would work in practice. Many 
people believe that the effect of the debenture would 
be to stimulate exports and so raise tarift walls 
against our farm products in countries seeking to 
protect their own farmers. The answer of the de- 
benture advocates 14 that it has not had this effect in | 
countries that have tried it. 

One thing is certain. Either the farmers will get 
the debenture or they will learn that they can pro- 
tect themselves only by standing agdfnst the tariffs 
imposed upon imported manufactured products.
